We received a call the other day 
asking us to explain the electoral 
College that has been in tho news so 
much this year. Since then, we have 
decided that there mas be others 
that do not quite understand it, so 
we have done a little research on it 
and w ill try to explain at least a 
part of it here. 
First, we should probably ex­ 
plain that by our Constitution we do 
not vote for arn of the candidates 
for president or vice president when 
we vote in the general election in 
November, but instead vote tor a 
group of electors, who, in 
turn, 
vote for the candidates. This goes 
back to our early (lass when com­ 
munications were much less than 
they are toda\ , 
and our founding 
fathers felt that the average man 
would have no w ay to know about the 
qualifications of those seeking (,ur 
highest two offices. So they set it up 
so that in each state 
the people 
would select a g r o u p of men that 
would get together and decide whom 
they felt should hold these offices. 
At first these men were just in­ 
dividuals and were selected much 
like our representatives, but later 
w hen we went to the two-party sy s­ 
tem, they were selected by the par­ 
ties at 
their conventions and have 
since voted down the party line. But 
this is controlled onlv bv party dis­ 
cipline* as there is no requirement 
that these men vote for the men of 
their party. But. in practice there 
have* been only two instances where 
this practice has lx*en broken and 
beth of these wert* in lh I" when two 
electors voted for a third candidate. 
One of these was 
in Tennessee and 
the other in Alabama. 
At one time the ballot in Texas 
carried the names of these electors 
under the party columns, but this 
has Ih'cii discontinued, 
The number 
of electors each 
state has is based on its population, 
the same wav its representation in 
Congress is determined. 
While we gene rally know soon 
after the polls close follow ing the 
general election who our next pres­ 
ident will be, this is based on the 
assumption that thi• electors will 
\ ole down party linos. 
Officially’, 
the winners 
are 
not determined 
until the electors meet in the state 
capitals in December and oast their 
votes. These are sent under seal to 
the president of the United States 
Senate and to the Administrator of 
General Services in Washington. In 
January, 
at a joint session of the 
Mouse of Representatives, the pres­ 
ident of the Senate opens the certi­ 
ficates. 
Then 
four tellers, 
one 
IX*mcerat and one Republican from 
each house, count the votes in the 
pre st* nee of both houses of Congress. 
The 
candidate 
re ce iv ing 
tin* 
highest number of electoral vote's 
for President is declared elected, 
provided that the number is a ma­ 
jority of the electors. It no candid­ 
ate has a majority, the state* dele­ 
gations in the House <>1 Represent­ 
atives choose the President, bach 
state has only one vote in such an 
election. T he Senate elects the \ ice 
President, if no candidate w ins that 
office in the Electoral College, from 
the two candidates having the high­ 
est number of electorial votes. 
And this is where all of the d is­ 
cu ssio n about the Electoral College 
has sprung from, because, Ma third 
party candidate can draw 
enough 
votes to prevent either major party 
candidate from getting a majority, 
then the office of the* Presidency 
will not bo filled until the first part 
of January. 
To compound the problem and 
the reason that a candidate can w in 
the electoral vote by a landslide but 
fail to carry the popular vote is that 
in each state the winner takes all. 
This means that in Texas one cand­ 
idate could receive IO 
of the vote, 
another candidate TO , and still an­ 
other candidate JO , and the one 
receiving the IO1 would receive all 
24 electoral votes.

The Board of Trustees of 
the Hamlin Independent School 
District approved the school 
budget for the coming year 
and set the tax rate following 
a public hearing Monday even­ 
ing. The tax rate was set at 
$1.65 with SI 32 for local m ain­ 
tenance and $.33 for bond re­ 
tirement. 


The tax rate was set on a 
valuation of S19 492,603 and a 
budget of $575,296. 


The breakdown on revenue 
-hows the school district re­ 
ceiving $305,496.63 from local 
sources. S395 OO from county 
sources and $266,444.04 from 
state sources. 


Included in the monies from 
the state are the fun ds from 


the federal government which 
are 
dispersed 
through 
the 
state agencies. This includes 
the reading program 
and the 
sum m er Head S ta rt program. 
The budgeted expenditures 
include: $31,616 00 for adm ini­ 
s t r a ti o n . 
$393,347.00 
for 
in­ 
struction. $1890500 for pupil 
transportation, $43,625.00 
for 
plant operation and $63 885 00 
for servicing the bonded in­ 
debtedness. O ther expenses will 
include 
m aintenance. 
fixed 
charges, health services, f<x>d 
services, 
activities, welfare, 
and capital outlay, m aking a 
total 
budget expenditure of 
$575,296.00. 
The biggest single item in 
the budget is for teacher sal­ 
aries at $380,823 00.
